STATE OF SOCIETY IS CULINA. 





In « Chinese Journal, published im Canton, we find the 
following curious paragraphs descri; tive of the habits 
and morals of that extraordinary nation. 


The Chinese make their new year com- 
mence on the new moon nearest to tie 
time when the sun's place is in the 15th deg. 
of Aquaris. It is the greatest festival ob- 
served in the empire. Both the govern- 
ment and the people, rich and poor, take a 
longer or a shorter respite froin their cares 
and their Jabors in the year. ‘The last day 
of the old year, is an anxious time to all 
debtors and creditors, for it is the great pay 
day, an those who cannot pay are abused 
and insulted, and often have the furniture of 
their house all smashed to pieces by their 
desperate creditors. 

During the few last days of the old year 
the people perform various domestic rites. 
On one evening they sweep clean the fur- 
nace and the hearth, and worship the Gods 
of their Domestic fires. 

These services to the Gods being finished 
they sally forth about daylight in all direc- 
tions to visit friends and neighbours, leaving 
a red paper card at each house. Some 
stay at home to receive visiters. In the 
house sons and daughters, servants and 
slaves, all dress and appear before the heads 
of the family to congratulate them on the new 
year. 

After the new year’s day, drinking and 
carousing, visiting and feasting, idleness 
and dissipation, continue for weeks. All 
shops are shut, and workmen idle for a long- 
er or a shorter period, according to the ne- 
cessities or the habits of the several par- 
ties. 

It is generally a month before the busi- 
ness of life returns to its ordinary channel. 

“Proclamation.—Our Chief Magistrate 
in the city of Canton has published the fol- 
lowing document, printed in large charag- 
ters, and pasted against the walls of houses 
in the streets, as is usual with the Chinese 
Government :-— 

“Wanh, by especial appointment the 
principal Magistrate of Kwangchow-foo, 
who has been promoted three steps; and 
honourably recorded five times, hereby is- 
sues an urgent interdict. 

“ The metropolis of this province, (Can- 
ton) is a place of crowded resort, where per- 
sons from the five regions (east, west, north, 
south, and centre) of the empire dwell pro- 
miscuously. Inside the city, and in outside 
the suburbs, market places are as thick as 
‘ geales on a fish. It continually occurs that 
there are found a number of vagabonds 
acting irregularly and illegally. In the day 
time they group and cut away purses from 

_ persons walking in the streets—at night 
Methey bore their way through walls to steal 
Sand rob—so that the resident inhabiiants 
sarcely ever sleep on a tranquil pillow. 
* # Besides, there are local blackguards, 
‘galled Tekwan and Lantsea, who saunter 
idle about the strects, wasting their property 
and neglecting their proper business. These, 
at last, make gambling their trade, and 
swindling their profession, on which they 


» depend for raiment and food. There are also 


hard-hearted soldiers and gnawing lictors 


“¢ who connect themselves with these people. 


Some post themselves at ferry landing pla- 


+», £8, Or station themselves about markets, or 


rove about the sticets, to extort money under 
various pretences, Or, maddened by liquor 
act cruelly, disturb and annoy the people in 
a hundred ways. Itis not possible to record 
all the poisonous and pernicious effects pro- 
duced by them on the district. : 

4 Since I came to the present situation | 
have repeatedly commanded the inferior 
Magistrates to act faithfully in the seizure of 
such persons—but the depraved spirit still 
prevails. 

“The year has now attained its evening, 
when hurry and perturbation makes pilfer- 
ing easy. 1 therefore command all Civil 
and Military Officers under me to exert 
themselves diligently in the apprehension of 
vagabonds. 

« After this proclamation Ict every one 
arouse, repent, and reform; let all aim to 
renew the skin of their faces, and avoid that 
repeatince, which is as useless as a man’s 
attempting to bite his own naval. Ye dwel- 
lers in market places, take good heed to 
your doors, and shut them carefully morn- 
ing and evening. If yagabonds, as before, 
swindle, rob, and annoy, seize them, and 
drac them before a magistrate. If hetors 
connive and combine, | shall, on the mo- 
ment of detection, flog them till they dic. I 


am resolved to show them no indulgence. 
Let every one trembling obey.—Oppose 
not. A special proclamation.” 

On the 29th of January, Linafong, for 
murder, was decapitated, and the following 
day his head was sent in a cage, to be sus- 
pended where the murder was committed. 
On the 31st, Chingteenshing was beheaded 
for robbery. At these executions it is usual 
for the military officer at the head of this 
district, called the Kwing Chow-Heap to 
attend. ‘The person who now holds that of- 
fice, however, considers executions so count- 
less that he declines going in person unless 
five cruninals or upwards are to be put to 
death. 

Feb. Ist. This motning Lamalow, for 
coasting piracy, was beheaded. This exe- 
cution makes the number of capital punish- 
menis, Which have taken place within the last 
twelve months, within a mile of the foreign 
factories, amount to 202: full two-thirds of 
them were inflicted by the local authoritics, 
without any previous reference to Peking. 
The erunes were generally robbery, rape, 
and gnurder. 
were ‘apitation, strangulation on a cross, 
and slowly cutting to pieces. "The unhappy 
culprit is stripped naked, andylashed to a 
CTOss;:

a cut Is made across the forehead, 
and the skin of the face pulled down: then 
jthe feet, legs, hands, arms and head, are 
successively cut off from the trunk, which is 
finally stabbed tothe heart. ‘This terrible and 
crucl form of death 1s called Lingche, i. e. 
ignominious and slowly, and is inflicted for 
crimes against superiors, treason, the mur- 
der of parents, etc. The population of 
this province is, perhaps, equal to that of 
Scotland, and how widely different the num- 
ber of capital punishments, besides those 
who die in prison annually from cruel usage. 

An order has been received from court, 
as usual every year, to shut up the seals of 
office throughout the empire on the 20th 
day of the 12th moon, and re-open them on 
the 20th day of the Ist moon, of the ensuing 
year. 

For the accomodation of foreign ships, 
at Canton, the seals of the Custom-house 
are shut up only for three or four days at 
the new year. 

Feb. 4. To-day is a great holy-day 
throughout the empire. It is called Vinge- 
hum, i. e. meeting the Spring; to-morrow 
when the sun enters the 15th degree Of 
Aquarius, being considered the commence- 
ment of the spring season. ‘The Chief 
Magistrate of the city goes forward with 
great pomp, carried on men’s shoulders in 
an open chair, with gongs beating, music 
playing, and nymphs and satyrs seated 
amongst artificial rocks and trees carried in 
procession. 

He goes to the general parade ground, 
on the east side of Canton, on the following 
day, being Lapchun, the first day of spring, 
in a similar style. There a buffalo, with an 
agricultural god made of clay, having been 
paraded through the streets, and pelted by 
the populace to impel its labors, 1s placed 
on the ground in solemn state; then this 
Official Priest of Spring gives it a few 
strokes witha whip, and leaves it to the pop- 
ulace, who pelt it with stones, til it is bro- 
ken to pieces—and so the foolish ceremony 
terminates. The due observance of this an- 
cient usage is supposed to contribute to an 
abundant year. 

An occasional newspaper is issued in Can-' 
ton, containing extraordinaty documents and 
wonderful tales of passing occurences. The 
following cases were lately published— 

“Tn the Poonu district dwelt a young wo- 
man of the name of Ling (which means cold 
and cruel). She was married to a Canton 
man of the name of Kwan, o be his wife. 
Cruelty to her became natural. | lived in 
her neighbourhood seven years, and calcul- 
ate that she beat to death four slave girls. 
One day I happend to meet with two of her 
uncles, and talked about this business. 
They gnashed their teeth with indignation, 
and said that I had underrated her murders; 
and eounting with their crooked fingers, 
made cut that she had beaten to death fifteen 
slave gitls. I then secretly thought, ’ Shall 
such a cruel person meet with no retribution! 
During the twelfth moon of the last year 
it fell out that this woman became ill of—I 
know not what disease. Her whole body 
became putrid and broken. ‘The stench 
was intolerable. Her cries of pain were 
heard outside the door. She continued alive 
till yesterday, at the second watch, when 
the skin and flesh having entirely fallen from 
her bones, she died. This was the misera- 
ble retribution of cruelty ‘”’ 

“In Tungwang street, on the south s'de 
of the city of Canton, there reside upwards 
of fifty families. Since the beginning of 
the new year, in less than one month, seven 
women and girls have hanged themselves. 
What demons of imps possessed them it is 
impossible to tell.”’ 

On the west side of the city, in the su- 
burbs dwelt an aged widow, who had at- 
| tained her 70th year. She was poor, and 
| worked with her needle, or washed, for a 
subsistence. She owed five or six month’s 
rent. Her landlord unroofed her house to 
| drive hor out, and next he took away other 
| people's clothes, which she had received to 
wash. This entirely overpowered her, and 
, she hung herself up to a beam. She hada 
poor son, who carried things for sale about 
the streeta. He came home and found his 
mother dead. With prudence and wisdom, 
he let her hang, to see whether he could 
make a good bargain with the landlord 
or not. Four days elapsed in fruitless 


efforts; and the dead body of his aged 








mother remained hanging by the neck 
till the local magistrate came, and sat 
as coroner. He ordered the landlord 
to provide a coffin, and be at the ex- 
pense of the interment, He had a right, it 
was granted, to ask for his rent, but he had 
no right to carry off other people's clothes. 
Whether he will be further prosecuted re- 
mains yet undecided. 


Abuses against which the Governor of Canton has is- 
sued a proclamation, forbidding their continuance, apd 
thre atening those concerned. 


First Abuse.—The clerks and writers in 
public offices combine to act in concert 
and extort, inoney, at which the local magis- 
trates connive; and, without distinguisinng 
“black from white’ (the innocent from the 
guilty.) determine after hearing only one 
side of the question. 

Second.—Larger clans, in villages, insult 
smaller ones. In Canton it is the custom 
for kindred of different names to associate 
themselves, and live togetherin clans. The 
larger clans presume on their numerteal 
strength, and seize the tlinds and the 
most useful streams. ‘They insult both men 
and women of the sinaller clans whenever 
they go inor out. And when disputes arise 
about graves and debts, they proceed to 
barbarous violence, and the destruction of 
property; till the weaker perty, from con- 
stant insult and injury, is compelled to re- 
move from the neighbourhood. Extreme 
cases occur in which the two clans com- 
mence 2 sort of private warfare, and kill 
numbers on both sides. 


Third.—Originating 2 criminal aceusa- 
tion against innocent persons for the sake 
of extorting money.——This, in the slang of 
the public offices, is called + planting a fir 
tree.’ Abroad there is a class of swindiers 
who connect themselves with the police, 
and find out rich timid people, against whom 
they originate an accusation of housing 
gamesters, or keeping a brothel, or of har- 
boring banditti: or they bring a charge of 
fighting and robbing. Then they make out 
a list of names and repair openly to the po- 
lice, obtain without inquiry, a warrant to 
bring the criminals up for trial, and forth- 
with proceed to seize their innocent prey. 
They perhaps, bind them fast in the hold of 
a boat, or shut them up in an empty room, 
where they ill use them in a hundred ways 
to compei them to pay for their liberation. 
The ignorant and simple, bemgafraid of ap= 
pearing before a Magistrate, submit to be- 
come fish and flesh to those beasts of prey. 
A few, perhaps, have courage to appear 
and state their case; then, the accuser dis- 
appears, and the business sinks, or is laid 
on the shelf. These proceedings deserve the 
deepest detestation. 
F’ourth,—The_police-runners, on receiy- 
ing a warrant to summon witnesses, put 
themselves into a chair, attach a number of 
false attendants, and away they go, some- 
times a great distance, to deliver the sum- 
mons. On their arrival, whether the cause 
be trivial or important, they first demand 
fees for wine and flesh, and payment for the 
chair-bearers. "Then comes the fee for the 
summons. If the least resistance to their 
demands be made, they and the chairmen 
begin to break the furniture, raise, a clamo- 
rous disturbance, insult the women, or drag 
away, by violenc.e the domestic animals, and 
sell them to pay themselves. His Excellen- 
cy, therefore, disallows chairs to police-run- 
ners and commands them to travel on foot. 

Fifth.—In Canton province, of late years, 
a great many dikes have been raised on the 
banks of the rivers, to take in shallows, and 
convert them to the purpose of agriculture. 
There is a class of country shapers, called 
“ sand swindlers,’’ who connect themselves 
with Government clerks, raise litigations on 
false pretences, and false depositions, by 
which means they get the produce of new 
lands during the whole term of litigation, 
which lasts sometimes for tens, or scores, 
of years. They have been known to cut 
down the real owner's grain by force, and 
possess themselves of it. 

Sixth.—The police, to extort money, 
detain people in private houses, and employ 
means of annoyance and illegal torture be- 
fore they bring them up to the magistrate. 
This is done, not only in cases where great 
crimes are alleged, such as murder and rob- 
bery, but also in questions about landed 
property, marriage, etc. Occasionally they 
cause the death of their prisoner, and then 
pretend he committed suicide, or died of 
acute disease; and to slur it over, compel 
the kindred to receive the remains of their 
murdered relations, and inter them. 

Seventh.—This last abuse refers to the 
exactiiig, by violence, disallowed fees, chief- 
lv in collecting the land tax. Onxe detesta- 
ble mode of extorting, by the government 
ageats, is to scratch and wound their heads 
a little, and then to unpeach for refusing the 
land tax and wounding his majesty’s officers 
sent to collect ii, and which is a capital 
crime, etc. 

PeKine.—His majesty’s commands have 
been received as foilow: 

“The criminals in all the provinces re- 
ferred to the Supreme Court for the autum- 
nal executions have had their cases exami- 
ned by the Criminal Board, and decided on. 
The sentences passed in several of the pro- 
vinces by the local governments have been 





reversed: which indicates a want of serious 
‘attention to these great concerns on the 
/part of the Governors, Judyes, ete. By 
| which neglect some have been erroneously 
involved in crime, and others let out. I 
hereby command that those several officers 
be subjected to a Court of Inquiry. And 
hereafter the Governers and Judges must, 
| as their duty, diligently, and with minds 


free as a vacuum of all prejudice, ascertain 
the truth, and pass sentence. They must 
not, on any account, exercise a cutting and 
cruel severity; nor must they intentionally 
give way to lightvess and mitigation of pun- 
ishment. : 

“ The great object must be, no injustice, 
no indulgence, but let every one receive 
what his crime deserves, and so carry into 
effect my great desire to grasp the law by 
the middle. Respect this.” 

One of the Princes has accused the off- 
cers of the Criminal Board of a cruel and 
unjust infliction of torture. The prisoner 
was kept kneeling on chains, and otherwise 
tortured, for the space of a whole month. 

IMpcrtan Crinmency.—Ilis Majesty's 
pieasure has been respectfully received as 
follows;— 

* ‘To-day, at the assize held in the Inpe- 
rial palace, two state prisoners appeared; 
the first Pintsing, lately the resident at 
Cashgar, with full powers: whilst there he 
behaved himself irregularly. and fiiled in 
soothing and nurturing the people.

the members of the 
Imperial household, met, and tried his case, 
Which Was put under the law entitled; « Pro 
/Voking revolution among good people.” He 
| Was sentenced to decapitation after a period 
of imprisonment. The other prisoner, 
“hipooching, was also at Cashgar, with full 
| powers to correspond with the Sovereign. 
During his residence the Mahommedan rebel 
Chungkibur entered the frontier: and the 
Criminal Board tried this case under the 
charge of a failure in military movements,’ 
of which he was found guilty, and sentenced 
to he decapitated. 

“ Had these crimes come to light at the 
moment, I, the Emperor would have main- 
tained the strict course of Law. without in- 
dulgence; but several years have clapsed; 
there is a defect of evidence,and the ab- 
sence of confession. I therefore exercise 
clemency. 

“ The first criminal (who is of the Impe- 

rial clan) is hereby delivered over to the 
Court of the Imperial kindred, to be con- 
fined within a circle of bare walls for ever 
and ever. He is delivered over tothe Cri- 
minal Board, to be for ever imprisoned. 1 
desire thus to manifest benevolence beyond 
the law's requirements.. Respect this. 
.,. Canton.— Yesterday the Fooune receiv- 
ed from his Imperial Majesty the bestow- 
ment of the word “ Happiness.” with a 
haunch of venison from Peking. The usage 
ison such an occasion to throw open the 
gates of the public hall, admit the venison, 
and perform the thrice three knockhead cer- 
emony, towards the throne of the Monarch, 
and thank hin for his condescension.

CALUM DHU. 


A HIGHLAND TALE. 


[The following is a traditionary tale of the West High- 
lands; and in relating it, the author has adheard to the 
narative, and, as far as he could, to the simple but ner- 
veous phraseology of the old agey shepherd who told 
it to him on the side of a heathy hill near Inveroughlass, 
on the banks of Loch Lomond. —H. S.] 





Canum Duv was the bravest warrior that 
followed the banners of the Chief of Colquhoun, 
with which clan the powerful and warlike 
M‘Gregors were at inveterate feud, Calum liv- 
ed in a sequestered gien inthe vicinity of Ben 
Lomond. His cottage stood at the base ofa 
steep ferny hill: retired from the rest of the clan, 
he hved alone. ‘This solitary being was the 
deadliest foe of the M‘Gregors, when the clans 
were in the red unyielding battle of their moun- 
tain chiefs. His weapon was a bow, in the use 
of which he was so skilful, that he could bring 
down the smallest bird when on the wing. No 
man but himself had ever bent his bow; and his 
arrows were driven with such resistless force, 
that their feathery wings were always drenched 
with his foeman’s best blood. In the use of the 
sword, also, he had few equals; but the bow 
was the weapon of his heart. 

The son of the chief of the M‘Gregors, with 
two of his clansmen, having gone to hunt, and 
their game being wide, they wandered far, and 
found themselves, a little after mid-day, on the 
top of the hill at the foot of which stood Calum 
Dhu's cottage. ‘“ Come,’’ said the young chief, 
‘* Jet us gow down and try to bend Calum Dhu’s 
bow. Evan, you and I have got the name of 
being the best bowmen of our clan; it is said, 
no man but Calum himself can bend his bow: 
but it will go hard with us if we cannot show 
him that the M’Gregors are men of thews and 
sinews equal to the bending of his long bow, 
with evhich he has so often cent his arrows 
through and through our best warriors, as if they 
had been men of straw set up to practise on—

we are three to one; and I owe him something.”’ 
added he, touching the hilt of his dirk, ‘‘since 
the last cenflict whare he sent an arrow through 
my uncle's gallant bosom. Come follow mo 
down!’ he continued, his eys gleaming with 
determined vengeance, and his voice quivering 
with suppressed passion. The will of a High- 
land chieftain was law at the time of which we 
speak. ‘* We will go down, if a score of his best 
clansmen were with him,’’ said Evan, ** Aye, 
but be cautious.’’ “ We shall bend his bow, 
then break it,’’ replied the young M‘Gregor; 
and then—then for my uncle’sblood.’’ ‘‘ He is 
good at the sword,’’ said the third M‘Gregor; 
** but this (showing his dirk,) will stretch him 
on the sward.’’ Strike him not behiad,’’ said 
the young chief: hew him down in front; he 
deserves nonourable wounds, for he is brave, 
though an enemy.”’ 

They had been concealed by a rising knoll 
from being seen from the cottage, which they 
had now reached. Knocking loudly at the door, 
after some delay they: were answered by the 
appearance of a little, thiek-set grey-eyed old- 
ish-looking man, with long arms and a black 
bushy beard hung with grey threads and thrums, 
as if he had been employed in weaving the coarse 
linen of the country and thetime. But as he had 
none of the muscular symptoms of prodigious 
strength, which Calum Dhu was reported to 
possess, and which had often proved so fatal to 
their clan, they could not suppose this to be their 
redoubted foeman; and, to the querulous ques- 
tion of what they wanted, uttered in the innpa- 
tient tone of one who has been interrupted in 
some necessary worldly employment, they re- 





plied by inquiring if Calum Dhu was at home. |

may as well tell me as him; he stays lang when | 
he gaes out, for he is a keen fisher.’’ 

** We were only wanting to try the bending 
of his bow,”’ said the disappointed young chief, | 
““which we have he no man can do save | 
himself.’” “ Hoo! gin that is a’, ye might hae | 
tell’d it at first, an’ no keepit me sae lang frac | 
my loom,”’ said the old man: ‘* but stop’’—and | 
giving his shoulders an impatient shrug, which, 
to a keen observer, would have passed for one of | 
satisfaction, triumph, and determination, he went | 
into the house and quickly returned, bringing out 
a strong bow, and a sheaf of arrows, and flung | 
them carelessly on the ground, saving, ‘‘Ye’ll be | 
for trying your strength at a tlight wg pointing to | 
the arrows; ‘* I] hae seen Calum send an arrow 
over the highest point o° that hill, like a glance 
0’ hghtaing; and when the M‘Gregors were 
coming raging, up the glen, like red deevels as 
they are, mony o° their best warriors fell at the 
farthest entry o° the pass, every mano’ them wi’ 
a hole in tos breast and its fellow at his back.’’ 

He had taken along arrow out of the sheaf 
and stood playing with it in his hand while 
speaking, seemingly ready to give to the first 
man who should bend the bow. The M‘Gregors 
were tail muscular men, in the prime of youth 
and manhood. The young cmef took up the 
bow, and afterex mining its unbending strength, 
laying all his might to it, strained till the blood 
rushed to his face, and his temples throbbed 
almost to bursting—but in vain; the string re- 
mained slack as ever.

glance of caution. Hat’? said the old man 
sull playing with the long arrow in his hand, 
and without seeming to observe the latter part of 
the M‘Gregor's speech, “ If Calum Dhu was here, 
he would bend it as easily as ye wad bend that 
rush; and gin ony 0’ the M‘Gregors were in 
sight, he wad drive this lang arrow through 
them as easily as ye wad drive your dirk through 
my old plaid, and the feather wad come out at 
the other side, wet wi’ their heart's bluid. Some- 
times even the man behind is wounded, if they 
are ony way thick in their battle. I once saw 
a pair o’ them stretched on the heather, pinned 
together with ane o’ Calum’s lang arrows.’’ 

This was spoken with the cool composure and 
simplicity of one who is talking to friends, or is 
careless if they are foes. A looker-on could have 
discerned a checkered shade of pleasure and tri- 
umph cross his countenance as M’Gregor's lip 
quivered, and the scowl of anger fell along his 
brow af the tale of his kinsman’s destruction by 
the arm of his most hated enemy.

Wandering away from the 
more crowded region, I found myself in St. John- 
street, and was aitracted to a dark, dismal- 
looking alley by a notification, that ‘‘swinging”’ 
was there in the course of performance. By the 
dim glimmer of a solitary lamp, I saw indistinct- 
ly a huge machine vacillating furiously between 
two posts. The passengers were females, who 
seemed at first to relish their jaunt very much: 
one of them, however, took the liberty present- 
ly to faint, which gave extreme offence to the 
swingman, who had never ‘‘ seed’’ such a thing 
in his life. He stopped the machine, and, call- 
ing for a pail and mop, carried the fair imperti- 
nent tothe wall. The incident was exccedingly 
amusing to the bye-standers; but I myself feel- 
ing indignant at the inhumanity with which she 
was treated, should probably have interfered, 
had I not recollected that I was there for the 
express purpose of sceing sights.

Mr. Evirox—lIt has been stated in the public 
papers, and I find it on inquiry to be correct, 
that the ice formed a dam at Peters’ Island, in 
the year 1822, which raised the water 27 feet 
perpendicular, and, floating the bridge at the 
falls from its abutments, swept it down the 
stream. The question then arises, whether a 
bridge erected at or just below Peters’ Island is 
a safe and judicious location for the Pennsylya- 
nia Rail Road. 

It is well known that the ice, in the pool of 
water extending up to the flat rock dam, attains 
@ great thickness and solidity in the course of 
the winter, and sometimes breaks up with a eud- 
den thaw and great freshet. The banks of the 
river being high, and the water confined to a 
emall extent beyond the natural bed of the river, 
it rises very rapidiy, and when obstructed in its 
course soon attains a height the weight and 
pressure of which would remove all obstruct.ons 
below. In the case alluded to, in the year 1822, 
the water undoubtedly would have risen much 
higher if the ice had not been forced over the 
Island; the water by that circumstance alone 
find.ng vent. 

Suppose then several piers, 40 feet high, (and 
the width of the river at this place will require 
them,) are placed ymmediately below the Island. 
They certainly must increase the obstruction and 
very materially aid in forming a solid dam of ice 
of great breadth and solidity, which probably 
would resist the pressure of water until it got 
ahead of 40 or 50 feet. In such a case the 
bridge must go; and the current of water, being 
obstructed by several projecting points of land 
below, together with the back water occasioned 
by Fair-mount dain, would keep the water up at 
its height, or nearly so, until it arrives at the 
dam. In this case it would run over and soon 
carry away the earth part of Fair-mount dam. 
When that was removed the wood work could 
not possibly resist the violence of so great a head 
‘of water, bringing down with it large and heavy 
masses of strong and solid ice, with the fragments 
of an extensive bridge. 

The next question is, whether a bridge at or 
pear Fair-mount would be subject to the saine 
casualties. It is thought not; because a sinular

As evidence of the truth of this, I re- 
fer to the fact, that the upper Ferry Bridge, ex- 
tending entirely across the river, without @ sin- 
gle pier, is found, on many years experience, to 
be sufficiently strong to bear as many cattle as 
can crowd upon it from one end to the other; 
and nothing tries a bridge more. 

With this view of the subject and a few more 
like curtailments from Major Wilson’s Survey 
and Estimates on the one side, and additions on 
the other, it will be found that the location of 
the Pennsylvania Rail Road onthe west side of 
Schuylkill will not only be the cheapest, but far 
preferable in every respect.

The great number of prisoners 
crowded together at that place, exasperated by 
the bad treatment of the Jailor and his inhuman 
emissaries, had often requested of the competent 
authorities to order some melioration in their sit- 
uation, and above all to put an end to the inso- 
lence and depredations of every k:nd which they 
caused them to suffer. These complaints were 
treated with contempt; but the unfortunate be- 
ings whose troubles increased day after day, wish- 
ed to do themselves justice by attacking one of 
their most barbarous keepers, when an armed 
force rushed in, and quietness was re-established 
with great difficulty.

On the 16th of January, a report was present- 
ed, in the Hovuss of Representarives of 
the Unirep Srares, by Mr. Srrone, from 
the select committee to whom had been referr- 
eda resolution for ascertaining the probable 
cost, economy, and advantages, of publishing a 
sterotype impression of the laws of the UNirep 
Srates. We had laid aside the paper contain- 
ing this report, designing to give, at some con- 
venient time, an abstract of the most interesting 
part of itscontents. Finding that we have been 
anticipated by the New-York Dairy ApveER- 
TISER, we take the following from that paper. 
“In order to ascertain the economy of printing 
from sterotype plates, over the present method 
of letter press, the price which the volumes had 
cost the government heretofore, as well as the 
cost of printing from plates, was ascertained 
from profesional men. The result of this inqui- 
ry is, that the governinent, by sterotyping the 
laws, may have, besides payicg for the plates, 
four thousand copies, for something less than 
has heretofore been paid for one thousand co- 
pies; and for every edition after the first, more 
than six thousand copies, besides paying a libe- 
ral commission for the work; while the plates, 
with good care, will be capable of sustaining an 
edition of from 100,000 to 200,000 impressions. 
By the existing acts, 11,500 copies of the laws 
of Congress are published in pamphlet form at 
an anual cost of $2,300, and the anual averaze 
expense of publishing the laws in the newspa- 
pers employed by government is $7,000: making 
$9,300. Should 
these laws anually, the plates would cost about 
300 dollars; and sixty thousand copies could be 
printed from them fur the same sum that is now 
paid for 11,500 phamplets, and for having them 
published in about 70 newspapers. The present 
price of the laws of the United States, com- 
plete, is from thirty-five to forty dollars, which, 
the committee observe, is too much for profes- 
sional men to pay, and altogether beyond the 
means of the great body of the citizens. By 
the proposed method of publishing from plate, 
all the laws complete to the end of the present 
session of Congress, may be afforded to the pub- 
lic, in an official, convenient, and permanent 
form, for about five or six dollars. The coin-

The plates pass through the 
hands of mechanics for revision, are made per- 
fectly true, and then fixed upon wooden blocks 
corresponding with their size, aid of such thick- 
ness, that the plate and block will be of the same 
height as the common type. The blocks were 
formerly so constructed, that in printing a work 
of 500 pages or more, each plate of a page was 
fastened upon a separate block, by screws—bat, 
by a simple improvement, the plates are now 
moved on and off the blocks without trouble; so 
that in printing a duodecimo work, twelve blocks 
only are required, eight in an octavo and four in 
a quarto work, let the number of pages be what 
they may.

Another, which we find 
in a-Lonvon paper, will, we think, find rea- 


ders: ‘ 

‘It being suspected that a female teacher of 
the piano, whose son, named Noel, was a cele- 
brated brigand, was in the habit of receiving Des- 
bois and Montgenet (two malefactors whom | 
had orders to arrest), I contrived to make her 
acquaintance. Madame Noel wasa well edu- 
cated woman, an excellent musician, and, in the 
middle class of citizens, whose daughters she 
taught, was looked upon as a distinguished ar- 
tiste. The refinement of her manners, the cor- 
rectness of her language, the elegance of her 
dress, and a certain air of high breeding, led to 
the supposition that she belonged to one of those 
numerous noble families to whom the Revolution 
had left nothing but pride, poverty, and regret. 
Madame Noel was kind and obliging, but only 
for those individuals who had broken squares 
with justice. These she received as the mother 
of a suldier would the companions in arms of her 
son. To be welcomed by her it was only neces- 
sary to be of the same regiment as her son Noel;

Madame 
Noel looked upon all Galerians as her children, 
but was more particularly attentive to those 
who were the personal acquaintances of her 
son, for these her devotion was without bounds. 
She was the contidaat of all their projects, their 
adventures, their escapes, and alarms; in fine, 
they placed the most inpiicit confidence in her, 
and never had any reason to repent it.’? Vi- 
docq, as an escaped convict, presents himself to 
Madame Noel. For this purpose he lets his 
beard grow, causes blisters to rise on his feet, as 
if the result of a long journey on foot, and has 
his shoes and shirt marked with the terrible let- 
ters G. A. L. He even imitates with fidelity 
the costume so far as to establish upon his 
clothes and person a colony of loathsome ver- 
min.—** Thus prepared [ went to mother Noel’s 
house in the rue Tiquetone. On opening the 
door a single glance at me was enough to in- 
form her of the object of my visit. She made 
me enter, and asT was about telling her my sto- 
ry, she said, *On, my poor boy, it is not neces- 
sary to tell me where you céme from, I 
am sure you are hungry,’ and without wait- 
ing for my answer, she went out and soon 
returned with a plate of ham and sausages, and 
a bottle of wine, which [ soon did justice upon.”’ 
—After telling her the story he had invented for 
the occasion, and making ker believe that he 
was a friend of hersow’s, she gave him a change 
of linen and other necessaries. ‘* In my quality 
ofa recently escaped convict, I excited all the 
golicitude of Madame Noel, who seemed to 
think of nothing but comforting me.
